The April term of the Bourbon 
Fiscal Court convened at the court 
house yesterday, with Judge Batter- 
ton presiding, and a full Board of 
Magistrates present. 

The report of the County Road 
Engineer for the month of March 
was read, received and filed. It was 
ordered by the Court that ad valo- 
rem tax on all property subject to 
taxation withing the county of Bour- 
bon, as assessed for State purposes, 
be and the same is levied for the 
year 1919 for purposes as follows: 

To pay court house bonds, and in- 
terest on said bonds, three and one- 
half cents on each $100 worth of 
said property in the county assessed 
for State purposes; for turnpikes 
and bridges, twenty-five cents on 
each $100; for general purposes, 
twenty-one and one-half cents on 
each $100. It was further ordered 
that a poll tax of $1.50 be levied on 
each male over twenty-one years of 
age. It was further ordered that an 
ad valorem tax on all property sub- 
ject to taxation for State purposes, 
situated in Bourbon county, outside 
of the city of Paris, and the Little 
Rock Graded Common School district 
be levied for the year 1919, for school 
purposes, ten cents on each $100 
worth of property assessed for taxa- 
tion for State purposes. 

A large number of claims against 
the county were allowed and ordered 
paid. The sum of $10,000 now in 
the hands of the County Treasurer 
were ordered transferred from the 
General Fund to the Turnpike Fund. 
The County Treasurer was ordered 
to borrow $10,000 from the Hamil- 
ton Fund for the use of the Turnpike 
Fund. The County Road Engineer 
was ordered to pay salaries of all 
truck drivers from this date out of 
the county'6 money in his hands. An 
appropriation of $8.00 per month to 
Howard Brown, colored, was ordered 
reduced to $4.00. A proposition to 
employ a Home Demonstration Agent 
for the county was voted down by a 
vote of 4 to 3. 

The Court then adjourned until the 
May term.

INTERESTING SIDELIGHTS IN 
THE CURRRENT EVENTS. 

PARIS, April 1.— President Wil- 
son to-day explained that he was 
willing to accept his share of respon- 
sibility for the peace conference de- 
lays. He was careful to point ont 
that the slowness of the negotiations 
was not due to any single country 
or its representatives. 

He declared emphatically, how- 
ever, that the time for talk was vir- 
tually finished and that now was the 
time to show results.

GOVERNMENT ASKED TO STABIL- 
IZE WOOL PRICES. 

WASHINGTON, April 3.— To 
protect American wool growers un- 
til the present clip has been disposed 
of, Senator King, of Utah, was 
asked Bernard Baruch, former Chair- 
man of the War Industries Board, 
who now is serving in an advisory 
capacity with the American Peace 
Commission, to take up with the 
British Government the question of 
temporarily stabilizing wool prices 
among the allied governments. 

Great Britian is said to have sev- 
eral billion pounds of wool available 
and Senator King desires perfection 
of some agreement to prevent this 
wool from being thrown upon the 
market at one time or in such quanti- 
ties as to cause a depression of prices. 

The War Department last Janu- 
ary agreed to withdraw from the 
market all stocks of wool from July 
1 until November to enable growers 
to dispose of their present clip.

TOLEDO MATOR REFUSES TO Air 
LOW DEBS SPEECH. 



TOLEDO, O., April 1. — Eugene 
Debs, under sentence to serve ten 
years in Federal prison for violation 
of the espionage act, and whose sen- 
tence was recently upheld by the 
United States Supreme Court, was 
barred by Mayor Cornell Schreiber 
from making a public address here 
Sunday in Memorial Hall, a building 
owned by the city. 

Debs' speeches in the past from the 
same platform have caused the Ro- 
tary Club and other civic organiza- 
tions to denounce the city adminis- 
tration. It was said at that time that 
the city would not prohibit the Debs 
meetings because his appeal to the 
Supreme Court was pending. 

Mayor Schreiber's statement said 
the city now feels justified in barring 
the Socialist from a municipal build- 
ing, inasmuch as his conviction has 
been confirmed, and that he will not 
be permitted to speak there at any

tion-wide. They knew that by taking 
the ore from slight excavations at 
given points over a given area, that 
the findings of an expert assayer-geolo- 
gist would give them the exact extent 
of wealth which the establishment of 
mills would produce. Unlike the mere 
promise of an oil well, the potentiali- 
ties of a zinc field could he scientifi- 
cally established. Their reports were 
secured from A. Arnold, State geolo- 
gist of Missouri, and Joseph Metcalfe, 
a London mineralogist and engineer, 
and showed that tests had proved the 
expectations of the prospectors. 




These geological reports bear out to 
a large extent a theory which later be- 
came current as to the origin of the 
rich mineral products around Mans- 
field, Mo. According to this theory, 
Mansfield, one of the highest points in 
the district, is the site of a pre-historic 
volcano. The purest ore is found clos- 
est to this center, while the adulter- 
ated deposits are found as the distance 
becomes greater. 

Once he had secured rights to the 
land, Dr. Beeler's plan became known 
and soon the district was a bee hive 
of fortune-hunters.

The Kentucky syndicate isjnade up 
almost entirely of Kentucky men. Dr. 
T, M. Cmtcher, of Louisville, head of 
the Louisville Dental Laboratory, Is 



president, and N. C. Cureton is secre- 
tary. W. E. Newbold, 61 Louisville, is 
treasurer. Edward J. McDermott, of 
Louisville, is the corporation's attor- 
ney. Dr. Beeler is one of the direc- 
tors, as is also Dr. Charles A. Funk. 

The officers of the LOUISVILLE 
MANSFIELD LEAD & ZINC SYNDI- 
CATE, which was formed February 21, 
1918, are the same as those of the 
Kentucky syndicate except that Dr. 
Beeler is vice president and J. C. Ma- 
lum, well known Louisville business 
man, is a director. Over half of the 
capital stock of $500,000 already has 
been sold. Offices of the company are 
at 409 Starks Bldg., Louisville. 

The stock is being put out at $1.00 
(par value) per share. 

The company's property Is in the 
heart of the Ozark Mountains, Wright 
County, Mo. One forty-acre tract is 
located between two mills, those of the 
Kentucky syndicate, known as the 
"Pioneer Mill," and of W. B. Caldwell, 
of Louisville, known as the "Red-blr1 
Mill." This tract is considered one of 
the best in the district although three 
other forty-acre tracts are well located 
and partly tested.
